The president is still determined to 
name a Democrat for one of the other 
vacancies.

the view of securing the exact status 
of all such locations and entries. 
In 
the meantime no patents have Issued 
and none will I m * issued except upon a 
full showing of compliance with law 
and departmental regulations. A class 
of entries, known as the Cunningham 
entries, made in 1907, have provoked 
wide discussion aud popular interest, 
largely because of their alleged value 
and method of attempted acquisition. 
In view of such conditions he deems 
it of the highest importance that all 
these cases, involving thirty-three en­ 
tries, or 5,280 acres, of coal lands, be 
transferred from the jurisdiction of 
the general land office directly to the 
court of appeals of the District of 
Columbia for consideration and adjudi­ 
cation, without the necessity of a nil 
ing as to the validity or invalidity of 
these entries by the commissioner of 
the general land office, as is now re­ 
quired in such cases. 
There is now withdrawn from dis­ 
position, pending legislation concern 
ing water power sites, approximately 
1,450,000 acres of the public domain.
